THE NEW LOAN -GOING AHEAD NEWS 
NOTES FROM THE CAPITAL. 

(From our special Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, .luno 13. 
Tho agony is at last over. After a pe- 
riod of thirty suvon working day a the 
committoe Bttige on tho franchise bill is 
concluded, and the hearts of the mem- 
bers, ministerial and opposition, rejoice 
thereat. All that remains of the bill to 
be considered are the schedules, mid the 
money clause fixing the remuneration of 
the revising barristers, which latter will 
be introduced by resolution upon thu 
third reading, after the bill has been re 
printed The fight over Hie measure has 
been a stubborn one, and there is no par- 
allel in Canadian history to the obstruc- 
tion which has td ken place. Truo it is 
that the measure has been considerably 
modified, and the opposition will claim 
that this is due to the policy they have 
pursued. It is just questionable, how- 
ever, whether they have any nyht to make 
any such assumption, as a few moments' 
reflection will lead the thoughtful reader 
to tho conolusion that all tho necessary 
amendments might have been made alter 
discussions lasting one fourth of the time 
that has been taken. The fact remains 
which cannot be gainsaid that obstruction 
has been practiced, and no one can fore 
see what the initiation of this policy may 
have on the future of Canadian politics. 
Xhe premier, during the whole uf the dis- 
ppssjon, has preserved a manly mid digni- 
fied bearing, ready and willing to 
make concessions, and shown himself 
capable of preserving his temper under 
circumstances of extreme provocation. 
Borne of his hot headed followers have 
urged a revision of the rules of parliament 
and the insertion of something like the 
clottH*, but Sir John set his face firmly 
against such a proposition, and said his 
determination was to have the rules for 
speaking in the Canadian parliament, 
while he had any authority in the matter, 
as free or freer than those of any uther 
parliamentary body in the world. 

Tilt COLONIAL EXHIBITION. 
Many people were under the impres- 
sion that the Colonial and Indian exhibi- 
tion to be held in Loudon next year had 
dropped through. This feeling became 
prevulent at the time Ihe war cloud was 
hanging so darkly over England and Rua 
sia a few weeks ago. 'J lie. skies having 
cleared, the directors seemingly are in- 
clined to push the preparations, and 
Canada will have to stick to the agree 
men t' she has made to advance 11 sum of 
§50,000 towards meeting the expenses. 
The bill with this object in view passed 
jJh'rouijh t-he house on Friday. When the 
gcheme was first proposed jt was intended 
that the Canadian exhibits should be 
ptiown at the Antwerp exhibition now in 
progress and then passed on to London. 
There has not been such a response fur 
Antwerp by our manufacturers as thu 
minister of Agriculture was led to believe 
there would bo, but ho states that many 
,who declined sending exhibits to Belgium 
signified their intention of Bending 
goods to Loudon. The space acquired is 
04,000 square feet in a very prominent 
petition, so that if all this la occupied by 
Canada she will have a splendid represen- 
tation. 

THE INSURRECTION. 

General Middleton's efforts to catch Big 
Bear have proved nnavniling, that wily 
gentleman having used bis heels to the best 
advantage. Tt is a regretable fact that our 
troopH have been thwarted in this way, (or 
ho long as Hig Bear is at liberty be \\iH hp 
ft'sfaudjufj Ijjpuace to the peace and order 
pf the Northwest Territories, and our set- 
tlors will not havo that fueling of sepurity 
Whiph they otherwise would have had. Jlis 
boing at large will necessitate tho continu- 
ance of a large force of men in the neigh- 
borhood of Fort Pitt and Battloford in or- 
der to afford protection to those districts, 
but on whom the duly will full is not very 
clear. The mounted police force, even 
when increased to 1,1)01) men will not be 
equal to the duty, as it would be folly to 
concentrate them at one or two places, 
leaving the other districts of the Northwest 
unprotected. There is no d >ubt of the fact 
that in the recent struggle the police force 
has not acted a creditable part, and when it 
might have been expected that they would 
bu'iir" t|i'e brunt of the lighting, the evidence 
jg clear that' they have had the easiest time 



of any of those engaged. The Indians j 
look upon them with derision and have j 
dubbed them "gophers." This Li a lament- 
able state of affairs and has probably de- 
stroyed the influence of the police for all 
time to come. How the present position 
has been brought about it is not easy to 
say, but it may probably be accounted for 
by the manner in which the corps has been 
officered, men totally unfit for the duties 
having received commands and brought 
discredit on the whole force by their incom- 
petency. People arc asking bow it is that 
Major Walsh, one of Ihe best men who over 
donned an officer's uniform in the force, 
was relieved at the beginning of the cam- 
paign, and it is the general opinion that luul 
ho beou in charge, the police would have 
rendered far more efficient service during 
the campaign than they have. The only 
manner in which the force can regain its 
prestige and influence is by re-organization, 
making it a purely military body, and this, 
1 understand, it is the intention of t lie 
government to do. At present it is man- 
aged by a civil officer stationed at Ottawa, 
and it seems the height <d absurdity thai 
the force should be controlled by an official 
stationed in some eases nearly 3,000 miles 
away from the men under hiiu. Winnipeg 
or Hegina should be the headquarters of 
whoever is placed in supreme command. 

DEATH or V VI KM IS Kit. 

Mr. W. T Benson, member for South 
Clrauville, Out , died suddenly at Ins 
I residence on Monday. -Mr. Benson was 
an Englishman by birth, but lias resided 
in Canada for many yeais past, lie was 
returned to the- house of commons at the 
last general elect ion, but never took an 
i active part in the discussions of the huts*. 
Hu Wits a quiet, unassuming gentleman, 
diligent in his attendance al parlianiBiit, 
and universally esteemed by members on 
j both sides of the bouse. The eloquent 
and feeling tributes paid to his memory 
! by Sir John and Mr. Make were we'll 
j merited. "1 feel that 1 have suffered a 
I great personal loss," said Sir .John, and 
the party to winch our late lamented 
friend belonged has also suffered ma 
torially. The widow of the late member 
is at present on her way to Algeria, where 
her son is slaying for tho benefit of his 
health. 

THK IIOirsK of COMMONS STAFF. 
The report of the internal commis- 
sioner of the house of commons on the 
organization of the house staff as a regu - 
lar branch of the civil service was laid on 
the table yesterday by Mr. Speaker. All 
employe's of the house have been graded 
into tho chief branch, the translation 
branch and the miscellaneous brunch. 
Chief clerks are to receive §'2,400; first- 
class clerks, §1,800; second. class, $1,401), 
and third-class clerks, SI, 000 maximum 
salaries per annum. The chief branch is 
to comprise five first-class, seven second- 
class and three third-class clerks. The 
law and translation department will em- 
ploy nine men and the miscellaneous 
branch ten men The clerk of the house 
and the law clerk will receive §3,200 
each, the two librarians §3,000 each. The 
salaries of a number of officials have been 
increased, but it is claimed in the report 
that the reorganization will in time re- 
duce tho expenditure of tbe house uf 
commons. 

Til I? NEW LOA N. 

Hon. Mackenzie Unwell, acting minis- 
ter of finance during Sir L( ard Tilloy's 

absence in England has given notice of 
the following resolution: — "That in ad- 
dition to the sum now remaining unbor- 
rowed and negotiable of the loans author- 
ized. by parliament by any act heretofore 
passed, the governor gener.il-in-cuuncil bo 
authorized to raise by way uf loan such 
sum or sums of money not to exceed in 
the whole the sum uf §30,000,000, as may 
be required for the purpose of paying the 
floating indebtedness of ihe Domini' n mill 
fur the carrying on of public works au- 
thorized by the parliament of Canada, the 
rate of interest ol. the sums so to tie raised 
by loan not to exceed -1 per cent, per an- 
num. 

ClOINC AHEAD. 
Now that the franchise bill is practically 
out of the way a great deal of miscellane- 
ous legislation has been .advanced during 
tho week. The bill respecting the adul- 
teration of food and drugs came down 
from the senate and received its second 
reading. Tho chief provision subjects 
food and drugs for cattle, and fertilisers 
for manuring purposes, to the same ana- 
lysis as food and dings for human pur- 
poses. Closely allied to the latter section 
of the measure is thu bill respecting ferti- 
lisers which was explained to tho house by 

Mr. Chapleau. lis provisions c pel 

every manufacturer and every importer uf 
fertilisers to transmit to tho minuter nf 
inland revenue at a certain period of the 
year, say January, and before offering for 
sale, a sample of such fertiliser, together 
with an affidavit stating that it is a (air 
sample of the article manufactured or sold. 
Another ppnviqiop recites that no com- 
mercial fertilizer be offered for sale unless 
a certificate of analysis of the same be 
openly and publicly printed, stamped or 
labelled on the package!, bags, or barrel 
containing it. Penalties are to be hn- 
pouad upon parties proved guilty of in- 
fraction of the law. The measure in sub- 
stance guarantees to our farmer the genu- 
ine arliclo when they purchusu an arti- 
ficial manure. 

THE INSURANCE BILL. 
After the tremendous light made on 
the government insurance bill in the 
Hanking and Commerce committee it was 
surprising to sec how easily it passed 
through the house this week. Had the 
I measure been proceeded with when re- 
i ported to the house two months ago there 
l would have been a tremendous wrr.nglu 
I between tho old line qoniipahies, and those 
' favor(ng the assessment principle. As it 
| was the chief opponent to the bill in the 
committee, Dalton McCarthy, was away, 
others who had fought over tho bill had 
.seemingly lost their ardor, and tho inoa - 
i sure passed through with slight amend- 
monts, the most important one being that 
! the restrictions on American mutual com- 
panies operating in Canada should also 
apply to companies whose hoadquarlera 
were in Canada, excepting the latter, 
'. however, from being obliged to put up a 
deposit of J50, 000 with the government 

LAN li OKA NTS. 

Some capitalists are coming in for a big 
snap in the Northwest by tho tremendous 
land grants they are receiving. It seems, 
however, to bo the only way the govern- 
ment has of inducing the construction of 
branch railway lines in tho territories. 



Resolutions were adopted on Thursday 
authorizing a grant of 3800 acres per mile 
to the Northwestern Coal and Navigation 
company from Medicine Hat to Hudson 
river, 110 miles; of 0400 acres per mile to 
the Manitoba Southwestern Colonization 
and Railway company from Portage la 
Prairie to tho crossing jf the South Sas- 
kathawan, 430 miles, and of G-100 acres 
per mile to the Qu'Appelle, Long Like 
and Saskatchewan Railway ami Steam- 
boat company from Region to the liuviga- 
ble waters of L ing lake, the companies 
to pay ton cents pur acre for cost of sur- 
veys.

THE IRISH BISHOPS AT ROME. 

The reception given to the Irish Roman 
Catholic bishops at lioiue, the subjects dis- 
cussed ia their conferences at. the 
Vatican, the general tone and purport of 
His Iloliuess's observations upon Irish af- 
fairs, the attitude assumed by the prelates 
uguinst the British government, and, above 
all, the pending question as to Cardinal 
MeCabe's successor in the Archbishopric of 
Dublin— - these constituted the must promi- 
nent and pressing topics which engaged the 
attention of Nationalists in the brief sus- 
pension of the parliamentary- campaign. 
They possessed more abiding interest than 
such incidents as the visit of Messrs. Ht-iily 
and Biggur to Belfast, and their reconnois- 
anco of the political position in Ulster. 
The circumstantial account of the inter- 
views between the Pope and Bishop Kulty 
with reference to the last remarkable pas- 
toral of the bishop, and particularly certain I 
passages in the address of the prelates to 1 
which exception was taken on the part of 
His Holiness, has greatly exercised the 
minds of the Parnellite party and those who 
sympathize with thorn. Its accuracy is im- 
peached in coarse terms by a correspond- 
ent of the Freeman at Home; but the testi- 
mony of this not disinterested but hostile 
writer shows plainly that the pastoral called 
forth some observations from the Pope 
which touched the sensitive nature of the 
bishop and called forth an emphatic but 
suggestive disclaimer. The correspondent 
denies that there was any "coolness" in 
Bishop Nulty's reception, and says I lis 
Holiness received the Irish prelates one 
and all with marked cordiality, making no 
distinction in this respect in his demeanor 
towards the respected Bishop of Meath. 
His Holiness conversed with each of the 
bishops in succession, ami in tie course of 
his remarks to Bishop Nulty some reference 
was made to the pastoral of which the press 
has endeavored to make so much. 
Bishop Nulty informed Ilis Holiness that 
ever since he had told the story of the 
evictions at Mount Nugent, the English 
Press had always vilified and misrepre- 
sented him. "I would rather cut otl' my 
right hand,' he declared warmly, "tnan 
say one word against your Holiness." The 
Pope assured his lordship that he had not 
been misled by the comments of the 
English Press, adding that the offering 
given by his lordship was a sure sign of 
hia devotion anil that of ins tioek to the 
Holy See, and concluding with the words, 
"Your right hand will not be cut off." 
The conversation then turned upon the 
BO-called mission of .Mr. Krriugtoii to 
Home, and I lis Holiness remarked, 
"What can 1 do with this gentleman/ He 
does not approach me." His Holiness 
added energetically that he did not want 
Mr. Erritigton to come near him, that lie 
had not seen him for over a year. "Nor 
Bhall he ever see niu," Concluded His 
Holiness. He states that at the < 
tho interview the bishop whs commanded 
to assemble his priests and thick in his 
cathedral, and to give them the Pope's 
blessing, and that the best proof that 
could bo given of the warmth and kind- 
ness with which His Holiness received the 
bishop lies in the fact that ho acceded to 
all their requests, "as nine will suffici- 
ently demonstrate. " This remains to be 
seen. He repeats positively the an- 
nouncement that Dr. Walsh will bo ap- 
pointed to the Archbishopric of Dunlin, 
although the appointment will riot be 
formally made for some time. This does 
not accord with the tone of the Moniteur, 
which is generally regarded as the special 
organ of the Vatican. It points out that, 
the appointment is not a purely Iriidi 
question, but affects the general interests 
of the church, "winch musi he cared for 
even at the price oi sacrifice." A full re- 
port of all that, passed between the 1'ope 
and the Irish bishops would, tin doubt, 
be very interesting, but ctriosity is not 
likely to be gratified, and only partial 
glimpses of the interviews ran lie obtained. 
These derive their tone and colour from 
tho sympathies of tin; writers, and the 
various phases which the subject assumed 
at different times.

Numerical Force or the Various Armies — 
German, French, Russian, Austrian, 
Italian and English — l'eaeo Foot- 
ing liud AVur Stronejth. 

[Brooklyn Raffle.] 

The combined armies of all Europe in 
time of peace number about -l,i>U0,U'J0 
men, and in time of war can be raised to 
thii enormous aggregate of 1L', "KIO.OOO. A3 
the population of all Kurope is about 
: 150, 000,000, it follows that for every eight- 
een men able to bear anas one man is 
serving as a soldier in time of peace and 
that iu time of war one fifth of the adult 
male population is liable to he called into 
the field. If the army of this country 
was constituted on the same basis it would 
number 030,000 in time of peace and at 
our present rate of ttruiy expenditure 
would cost annually three times the en- 
tire national revenue. 

The strength of the French army on a 
peace footing is -til 1 ,*, 000 men, of which 
284,000 are infantry, (ill, 000 cavalry, 159,. 
000 artillery, and 1 .',000 engineers. I )n a 
war footing the French cou'il brim; 2,- 
400,000 men iulo the Geld. In time of 
peace 52,000 French troops are kept iu 
Algiers. 

A French regiment of infantry of the 
line consists of three active and one depot 
battalion and numbers about 2,000 men in 
time of peace and double that in the event 
of war. A regiment of cavalry consists 
of live c-ijuadrca*, four iu the Held and one 
at the depot, and numbers 1*00 men. The 
French artillery consists of thirty -eight 
regiments, funning nineteen brigades 
Half of the artillery regiments have ten 
held batteries each, and the other half six j 
lield and four horse batteries. Kach 
battery has six guns. A French corps d 1 
armeu contains about -10.000 meu of all 
ranks, of whom SO.llOO may be rated as 
combatants, with 108 guua 

On a peace footing the total strength of 
the German army is 445,000 officers and 
men. <>u a war footing its strength 
would be about 1,800,000 men, exclusive 
of the second class of the Lauidsturm not 
yet organized The number of troops 
available iu case of war, exclusive of ihe 
lield reserve of 2.")0,000 men and the Land- 
sturm, would be of iufautry, 1,0(15,000; 
ritlemen. ill, 000; cavalry, 110,000, and 
lield artillery. 10D.OOO. During the last 
war with France the mobilization of the 
army was ordered on duly 16, il was com- 
pleted ou July 215, and eight days later 
402,000 German infantry, with 57,000 cav- 
alry and 1,584 guns were in position on 
the left hank ol the Rhine ready to invade 
France . i August Germany had 1,188,- 
000 men of all arms in the held or in gar- 
rison. 

The British army is recruited by vol- 
untary ^nlisttneut, and, although tha 
number varies, usually numbers 135,000 
men inclusive of 05,000 Hritish troops in 
India The men arc enlisted for six years 
and then pass into the reserves. The 
present strength of the army reserve is 
40,000 men. In case of war the reserves 
are called out. and tuo militia, numbering 
140,000 men, embodied, and =houhl tha 
United Kingdom be invaded, 2.10,000 vol- 
unteers would be available, which, 
with 15,000 yeomanry cavalry, would 
make a total force of 580,000 men. The 
British regulars, maintained for the de- 
fense of the 1 nited Kingdom and colonies, 
exclusive of India, comprise 12.500 cav- 
alry. 22,1)00 artillery, 5,000 engineers, and 
80,000 infantry. 

The peace strength of the Itussian 
regular army is 840, 000. the war strength 
2,205,000. The latter embraces 1,915,000 
infantry, 95,000 cavalry and 210,000 artil- 
ery. The irregular army number 1-1,000 
cn a peace footing and 103,000 iu time of 
war, 1 12,000 of this force being cavalry. 
The total war strength of the Russian 
army regulars, irregulars and militia would 
reach 2,785 000 men. How many of this 
large force the government could afford to 
equip and uuiiutain in the held is another 
question, 

The Austrian-Hungarian empire has au 
army of 275,000 men ou a pence fool- 
ing, capable of being increased to 1 , ;j-"i0, - 
000 ou a war fooling, The standing army 
Is formed after the model of that of 
Prussia In the system of the universal 
liability to anus. The strength of Italy's 
standing army on a war footing is about 
?;si>,000 ; the mobile militia, 300,000, and 
the territorial militia, 1,000,000. Prob- 
ably the first two figures would represent 
the actual force available. 

The strength of the Turkish army, on a 
peace footing, is about 175,000 men, and 
ou a war footing could be raised to from 
400,000 to 500,000. Spain maintains a 
standing army of 100,000 men, capable of 
beiug increased to 450,000 iu case of war. 
Portugal maintains an urmy of about 80,- 
000 men, which could he increased to 80,- 
000 in «ime ot war. 

The army of Belgium numbers 45,000 
on a pence footing ami 110,000 ou a war 
footing. Holland maintains un army of 
115,000 men in time of peace, the meu 
being partly raised by conscription and 
partly enlisted. There is also a colonial 
army of 32,000 meu. The militia and 
landstrum, which are liable to be called 
out in war time, would raise the whole 
available force of Holland to 175,000. 
Denmark, which lias about as many In- 
habitants as the state of .Massachusetts, 
maintains a standing army of 35,000 men 
in time of pence, which can be raised to 
50,000 In case of war. 

Sweden bus four classes of troops, the 
enlisted troops, the national militia, tbo 
privates of which are paid and kept by 
the landowners, the militia by the Goth- 
land mid conscription troops. These, 
with a few volunteers, form a force of 
100,000 men available in timeof war. Tbo 
army on a peace footing docs not exceed 
41, '000 men. The Norwegian army num- 
tners 18,000 in time of peace and 40,000 in 
lime of war. 

An Antidote for Malaria. 

|ExchanR&] 
Professor Crudell, a noted eastern 
scientist, lays claim to having discovered 
an antidote for malaria He advises that 
a decoction of lemon be made as follows: 
Cut up one lemon, peel and all, into thin 
slices, put it into three glassfuls of water 
and boil it down to one glassful. Strain 
the liquid through linen, squeezing thor 
ougbly Ihe remains of boiled lemon, aud 
set it aside to cool. Drink Ihe wholo 
tunount when fasting. 
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Soldiers' Pay in China. 

ITien-Tstu Letter.) 
The Chinese infantry soldier is paid 
once a mouth, when he receives tU tnelsof 
silver. This sum, which is equal to about 
10 shillings of Knglish money, is given to 
him iu scrap bullion; and during thu 
night preceding each pay day the pay- 
masters are busily engaged in weighing out 
silver and making it up into neat little 
packages for distribution. As soon as ho 
has obtained his share the soldier flikes it 
to the nearest shopkeeper or money- 
changer, who, iu return for it, hands him I 
3,500 copper cash, the aggregate weight of j 
which is quite as much as he can con- 
veniently carry. Cut of this the soldier 
has to keep himself in food and clothing; 
and the pay cannot, therefore, be eu'led 
excessive. 

A Chinaman, however, lives almost ex- 
clusively upon rice, a month's supply of 
which costs a good deal less than 1,000 
cash, and many a private not only sup- 
ports a family upon the balance ol" his 
earnings, but puts by a few hundred cash 
every month. One fellow here is said to 
wear several thousand cash strung ou silk 
mid concealed beneath his uniform, and 
I am told that he has a wife and three 
children who never want Seeing that 
the small change for a tael weighs about 
five pounds, I feel sorry for this model 
paterfamilias.
